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The Power of the Magnet. 


The smallest natural magnet generally 


possesses the'greatest proportion of attrac- 
tive power. The magnet worn by Sir Isaac 
Newtou in his ring weighed only three 
grains, yet it was able to take up seven 
hundred and forty six grains, or nearly 
two hundred and fifty times its own weight; 
whereas magnets weighing above 2 pounds 
seldom lift more than five or sis times their 
own weight. Ironis the only substance prin- 
cipally attracted by the magnet. 
The de- 


gree of magnetic attraction depends upon 
the strength of the magnet itself, the weight 
and shape of the iron presented to it, the 
magnetic or unniagnetiu state of the body, 
and the distance between them. 
All iro'n 


bars standing erect or fixed perpendicular- 
ly (such as the iron railings before houses) 
are magnetic, the north pole being at the 
bottom and the south pole at the top.— 
It is also a curious fact that the up- 
permost part of the iron ring round a 
carriage wheel attracts the north end of the 
magnet^and is consequently a south pole; 
while tbe lower part of (he same iron, is,* 
contact with the ground, attracts the south' 
end of the needle, and is therefore a north 
pole.

and these poles immediately become revers- 
ed.

Chief Justice Chase on Negro Suffrage- 


In concluding hia address to the colored 


people of Charleston, Chief Justice Chasfc 
said: 


If it were in my power yoa Would get. the 


right of suffrage—it may be to-day; it 
might be to-morrow; it would not be long. 
But that you will have it in the end is just 
as sure as it is that you respect yourselves 
and respect the rights of all, and do your 
very best to show that you are worthy ot 
it. I huve no doubt about that, and I trust 
you will show yourselves BO worthy add 
behave so well in this city of Charleston, 
that every man who has been strongest in 
opposition 
to your rights may become 


satisfied of his error and say we have been 
mistaken, and it is better that everybody 
have the right of suffrage than be without 
it. 
What 1 want is that you wi'll make 


them think so. 
Yoa cannot by auy mis- 


behavior, but you can-by particnce'an'd 
perseverance ia well doing. 
Now, then, 


if the Government of the United States, 
taking everything into-consideration, does 
not at once enroll you as citizens and 
voters, what is your duty ? To fret sad 
worry? 
I think not. 
If I were in your 


case 1 would just go to work and show by 
niy conduct that the Governmentof the 
United States had made a mistake in mak- 
ing a delay. If you do that—if that mis- 
take is made—it will be speedily corrected.

which hate stood sonic of the severest re- 
pujses of the war, and struck the great blow 
which crushed the rebellion, hns passed in 
review before the President and the Gene- 
rals of the Republic, and thousands upon 
thousands of their rejoicing fellow citizens, 
For six hours, which the interest of the 
spectacle seemed to reduce to minutes, tho i 
magnificent column moved forward with 
the precision of a vast machine, and the , 
springy step and enthusiastic bearing of 
citizen soldiers of the great Republic ou 
their homeward march from victorious 
battle field?, on which their bravery and 
the generalship of their leaders have placed 
the military renown of our people in the 
foremost rank among nations. 


The column, at a moderate estimate, was 


twenty miles long, and numbered seventy 
thousand men of all arms, twenty thousand 
horses, and over one hundred pieces of 
cannon. 
The grand personnel of men and 


horses, the splendid appearance of the dis- 
tinguished Generals, surrounded by their 
brilliant Staffs, the clatter and clash of the 
cavalry, the reverberating mil of the ar- 
tillery, the steady tramp of the infantry, 
with (he apparently unending line of fhi- 
ning bayonets, a!l made up a magnificent 
ensemble of sighfs and sounds that filled 
,and gratified the eye and warmed the heait 
with the tumultuous throbbiugs ol satisfied 
patriotism. 


THE PARADE. 


With the precision of military men there 


was none of the delay which on such oc- 
casions usually wears oue the patience of 
the spectators. At precisely nine o'clock 
the head of the cavalry corp* moved down 
Capitol Hill into Pennsylvania avenue, and 
the column moved forward in the following

THE SCENE ON THE AVENUE. 


The coup d'ceil, looking down the Avenue 


from the Treasury Buildings, was superb. 
The long lines of cavalry, followed by the 
still longer columns of infantry with thou- 
sands of bayonets flashing and glittering in 
the bright sunlight, the waving flags and 
pennons, the harmonious blending of the 
music of the bands, and the steady rolling 
thunder of drum corps of mammoth nu- 
merical strength, made the pageant one of 
unsurpassed splendor. 
It was truly the 


"pomp and circumstance of glorious war" 
in its most entrancing aspect. 


THE REVIEW. 


- The front of the President's Mansion, 
where the troops were reviewed by the 
President, Generals Grant, Sherman and a 
perfect constellation of Military and civil 
celebrities, was one of the chief points of 
attraction, and was surrounded during the 
whole day by an ever increasing multitude, 
who used everything in the way of persua- 
sion and artifice to get within the guards. 
A cumber of stands were erected on both 
sides of the avenue for the accommodation 
of army aud navy officers, members of tho 
press, invited guests, &c. Several of the 
State agencies, also, had tstands decorated 
with appropriate mottoes. 


The maiu stand immediately in front of 


the President's house, which was occupied 
by President Johnson, Lieutenant General 
Graut, members of the Cabinet, heads of 
t?ivil and military departments, and the 
Corps Diplomatic, was beautifully festooned 
with American and battle flags, and decora- 
ted with flowers and evergreens.

diately over the centre of the pavilion and 
at each end of the same were large sized 
stars formed of fbwers and eysrgreens, 
while the following names of battles in 
which many of the troops had participated, j 
were conspicuously displayed from the top ;

WEDNESDAY'S PARADE. 


GEN. SHERMAN'S ARMY- 


When the grand Army of Tennessee 


aDdGeorpia,uodei Major GeneralShermau, 
made its triumphant parade through the 
streets of Washington city, and was reviewed 
by the President and Lieut Gen. Grant, 
the ceremonies were similar to those of the 
previous day, whoa the Army of the Poto> 
mac was reviewed. From the Washington 
Republican we make up the following 
account of the parade and review : 


THE MOVEMENT. 


At nine o'clock, a signal gun, fired by 


tha leading battery, announced the advance 
of 
the armies, which passed around 
the 


Capitol, dor>n on to the avenue, and up 
towards the brilliant square occupied by 
the President and General Grant, and sur- 
rounded by the wisdom, beauty, and fashion 
of the nation. 
THE SCENE IS FRONT OF THE PRESIDENT'S 


MANSION. 


When the head of Gen. Sherman's col- 


umn wheeled itito Pennsylvania avenue 
from Fifteenth streei, the great multitude 
of people thronging the sidewalks to the 
main stand of the reviewing officers, sent 
up a shout of welcome that made 
the 


welkin ring and the general's heart leap. 
Upon arriving in front of Major General 
Augur's headquarters General Sherman 
removed his hat, rode near the building and 
bowed very low to some person sitting at 
oae of the second story 
windows. 
The 


thousands who gazed at this unusual de- 
monstration of respect, and wondered to 
whom it was given, will be glad to know 
that the recipient was no less a personage 
than the Hon. William H. Seward, Secre- 
tary of State, who was reviewing the parade, 
accompanied by several members of his 
family and Major General Barnes, surgeon 
general of the army. 


The enthusiasm increased as Gen. Sher- 


man drew near the Presidential staad. 
He 


"came up with tho light of battle on hU 
face,' his head uncovered, his eyes fixed 
upon the Commander and General in Chief, 
Johuson and Grant, who stood together.— 
His charger was decked with the choicest 
flowers and wreaths plucked and wrought 
by the fair hands of brave ladies. 
The 


animal seemed to be inspired with the 
spirit of the occasion, and bore tho conquer- 
or most gracefully, bowing its tine head to 
the Presidential stand, thus displaying an 
elegant mane, cbaujuiug Its bit, and pawing 
the ground with as much precision as if he 
was trying to "take step to the musio of 
the Union." 


After passing the main stand Gen. Sher- 


man dismounted and joined the review iag 
party. 
Upon arriving, at the stand he 


approached the President, and after a con- 
versation with him, shook bauds with Gen. 
Grant and several others, and then became 
seated. 


GEN. HOWARD AND SUITE. 


By the side of General Sherman rode 


General Howard, lately commander of the ' 
Army of the Tennessee, with his right ' 
sleeve empty ; followed by the general staff 
and escort, consisting of the 1st Michigan 
Engineers and 1st Missouri Engineers, Col. 
J. B. Yates, commanding. 
Then followed 


Maj. General John B. Logan, commanding 
the Army of the Tennessee, and staff, acd 
the 15th Army Corps and the 17th Army 
Corps, Major General F. B Blair comman- 
ding. 


Nest cama the Army of Georgia, led by 


its able commander, Major Genl. Slocum, 
who has fought from the first Bull Hun 
thrcugh the Peninsula campaign, and all 
the- way around from Mississippi via Atlan- 
fu ,nd Savannah to Goldsboro'. 
The Gen. 


received quite an ovation as he rode at the 
head of his command, his many Washington 
friends, as well as Pennsylvanians, cheering 
him at numberless points on the route.— 
The General was also one of those who re- 
ceived tribute from the ladies in the shape 
of a handsome bouquet. 


The Army of Georgia is composed of the 


Twentieth Corps, Maj. Gen. J. A. Mower, 
commanding, and the Fourteenth Corps, 
Brevet Major General J. C. Davis com- 
manding. 
The officers of the various com- 


mands bore themselves as if they felt that 
they "had done the State some service, and 
they knew it." 


ALONd THE LISfi. 


The crowds ot persons on the housetops, 


in the windows and on the sidewalks, gtee- 
ted the column as it passed, with waving 
handkerchiefs, flags and deafecinsc cheers. 
Bouquets were thrown to the men as they 
passed. 
As a regiment would pass with its 


tattered battle flags the 
most deafening 


cheers would be given by the vast multi- 
tudes. 


APPEARANCE OF SHERMAN'S HEROES. 
Although they have but just arrived from 


their toilsome campaign in the South, Sher- 
man's men appeared in good trim. It was 
generally remarked that they displayed a 
fine physique, and had apparently profited 
from their foraging among the fat turkieg 
of Georgia 
Their faces were finely bronz- 


ed, and they marched with a firm elastic 
step. 
So promptly were their movements 


executed, that the column had passed the 
reviewing stand about 4 o'clock, P. M. 


INCIDENTS OF THE PARADE. 


After the Second Division of the Twen- 


tieth Corps there followed a large number 
of packed horses and mu'.es, preceded by 
two contraband boys riding diminutive 
white donkeys, the appearance of which 
was greeted with shouts of laughter. 
This 


part of the processiou was a portion of the 
celebrated flying transportation department 
of Sherman's army. 
Mounted upon some 


of the rtfules were a number of chicken- 
cocks and E-ome hens, while two or three 
cows and several goats and dogs were also 
in the line. 
Among other animals was a 


mule which was brought from Jeff. Davis' 
plantatiou. 


Every officer who wore an empty sleeve, 


or showed that he bad been woutfded, was 
heartily cheered by the crowds lining the 
sidewalk. 
The gallant Major 
General 


Howard was thus distinguished throughout 
the day. 


A noticeable feature of the Second Divi- 


sion was the Zouave regiment (2d N. York) 
uniformed in blue, trimmed with red, and 
with crimson skull caps with blue tassels. 
But a handful ot men remain of the splen- 
did organization that st&rted out at the

depleted ranks added not a little to the 
mournful interest attached to their torn 
colors.

THE EXTENSION OP THS 


MARYLAND 
RAILROAD.—We- have 
re- 


ceived the reports wade by Joseph H Gitt, 
^sq., and his co-laborer, Mr. Kaui, ot the 
dittorent routes for the extension of the 
•vestern Maryland Railroad from Union 
Bridge the present terminus, to Hagera- 
town, Washington county. 
All the routes 


examined are diffioalt, owing to the moan- 
tains, ridges and bills which have to be 
crossed, but the surveyors have finally 
agreed upon a locution/ The whole dia- 
lance, as projected, from Union Bridge to 
Hagertfown, is 42J mile,. The road will 
run 
a little north of west frora Union 


Bridge, along the line of Pipe creelc to 
Wecharucstown, in Frederick county, cros- 
sing the Monocacy river upon a substantial 
structure. 
Near Mechaciostown, the route 


strikes off in a more northerly direction to 
babillasville.and theoee generally iu a south, 
west course to Ilaterstown, winding around 
the spurs of the Catociin and South .Moun- 
tains. 
Ilagerstown will be entered on the 


south side, near the pike leadiisg to 
Williamsport, and Autietain creek will be 
crossed near Cook & Stonebraker's paper 
mil.
